CITY IS THE PRIME 
OFFENDER. 


One big big game hunter knew the sensation of 


cold feet long before he plunged into the jungles of 
East Africa, if there is veracity in the statements made 
and the correspondence submitted to the house com- 
mittee now delving into the secret history of sugar.

We can cite in- 
statnces where the neglect has run into a month and 
longer. The city is responsible for this condition, and 
responsible it will continue until a new system for col- 
lection is adopted and an adequate plant for destruction 
is installed. Failure of the city council to dispose of 
this question in the right way will eventually mean 
a lapse of the community from the better conditions 
the" health department is now trying to bring about 
and a multiplying of the evils as the city grows 
larger. 
The old garbage crematory that from the 


beginning was not equal to the work it was expected 
to'do is today twofold more inadequate than it was 
when constructed. Garbage collection always has been 
the'source of irritation and annoyance and is more 
than anything' else responsible for the public indiffer- 
ence to rules of cleanliness and ordinances of health. 
The people, who will be found ready to obey the 
regulations and comply with the law whenever the 
city is equipped to co-operate with them;, can force 
the improvement of conditions in Fort Wayne by get- 
ting 'after their councilmen and the administration in 
a united demand for a new system of collecting and 
destroying garbage. 
No time should be wasted; no 


. means that will bring this about should be neglected. 


It is a serious condition that makes imperative de- 
mand for prompt remedy.

''AUXILIARY 
TO THE SCHOOLS.

The public playground offers precisely this 
training. In an earlier day every public school had ;-:s 
playground and the children used it. It was not only 
the field of healthful sport but the nursery of that spirit 
of:. democracy to which this nation owes more than 


,_-- it appreciates. 
The public school playground is dis- 


appearing. 
In place we witness the development of 


that spurious thing that the law and public sentiment 
have interdicted by the names of "fraf and sorority. 
The substitution of such a species of snobbery for w«at 
was necessary and wholesome is adding nothing to the 
character of the men and women for whose upbringing 
the.-public schools are looked to. 
The public play- 


ground is a. splendid development of the older idea of 
the'school playground. It can be just as wholesome, 
free and democratic as its predecessor plus the ad- 
vantage of directed play in a variety of ways not 
known to the romping grounds of the schools. Fort 
Wayne should develop the playground system until it 
meets the needs of all the children in the city. It should 
henceforth be a part of public policy in this community 
to do so.

It is profoundly fitting that the first statue of. John 


Brown ever erected should be furnished by the contri- 
butions of negroes. 
One might wonder that the event 


has been delayed until more than half a- century has 
passed since the December day when Brown gave up his 
life for the wild idea at Harper's Ferry. 
One might 


wonder also that the white lovers of human liberty have 
not long ere this raised a statue of the halt-mad emanci- 
pator whose life was choked out of him out there in the 
field near Charlestown. 
It is true that monuments havo 


been reared to commemorate the services of Brown in 
behalf of the freedom of the blacks, but it is declared 
that the statue erected the other day at Western uni- 
versity near this city-is the first statue of the great abo- 
litionist. 
v 


There is also a peculiar fitness in the fact that, the 


first statue of Brown should be erected on Kansas soil. 
But the most impressive fact of all is that the cost, of 
the modest memorial should have been defrayed ex- 
clusively bylthe subscriptions of members of the negro 
race, the "color line" being very appropriately drawn 
in. this instance. 
Abraham Lincoln may remain the 


titular deity of negro emancipation, but, the race should 
not forget the debt it owes to the bravery but ill-starred 
captain who hurled himself hopelessly against the might 
of a whole nation. 


By an irony of fate'is was Robert E. Lee, command- 


ing federal marines, who arrested Brown and put, down 
the Harper's Perry •"rebellion," for Lee in 1S59 still 
wore the uniform of his'country. 
Another instance of 


the irony of fate is involved in the fact that it was a 
negro who was the first victim of the raid 'in the arsenal 
at Harper's Ferry and that he was killed because he did 
not joiu the ranks of those who were fighting for the 
freedom of his race. 


But the years have softened all fate's ironies and 


only the gentler things are remembered in connection 
with the tragedy of fifty-two years ago. 
The reason- 


ableness, justice or expediency of the "raid" need not 
be inquired into, for all minor questions have been swal- 
lowed up in the tremendous fact of freedom, 'and, even 
though it be tardy, the memorial by American;negroes 
is a touching acknowledgment of the debt the race owes 
to John Brown, of Osawatomie.

President Taft strikes a hard blow at what he calls 


"dangerous drug frauds" in his message to congress 
last week, urging the immediate amendment of the pure 
food and rug law. Xow that the prospect is for a 
special session continuing indefinitely, there ought to 
be no doubt that his recommendation will be acted upon 
The matter is of the utmost importance to the people 
of the United States: the president states it none too 
strongly. 


The necessity for amending the law arises from the 


unexpected action of the UUnited States supreme court 
recently, to the effect that the pure food and drug act, 
as now written. OOPS not prohibit, the knowingly false 
labeling of nostrums as to curative effect or physiologi- 
cal action: that, the act does not insist that medicines 
shall he efficacious to work the cures claimed for them 
on the labels. 


Heretofore, it has been the belief of the government 


and its officers working fnr toe enforcement of the pure 
food and drug law. that false statements concerning the 
curative powers of a nostrum was "misbranding" in the 
sense interdicted by the statute. 
Manufacturers gener- 


ally so interpret the law. it is claimed, and so the law- 
had the good effect of prohibiting in practice what the 
highest court, now says it, does not prohibit in terms. 


As the president says in his convincing message to the 


house and senate, there is danger under the circum- 
stances that the good accomplished by the act of 190G 
may he largely undone by the court's decision unless 
congress hastens tn strengthen the law. The people, are 
entitled to the safeguard set up by the pure food and 
drug act and now that an unexpected weakness has been 
found in the enactment, no time should be fost to re- 
pair it.

OF AN OLD RACE OF PEOPLE. 


An Archaeological Party 
Made 1m- 


. portant Discoveries in Turkestan. 


(London Chronicle.) 


Valuable discoveries have been made 


by the recent expedition sent by the 
Carnegie institute into Eastern Turkes- 
tan. Dispatched primarily for the pur- 
pose of geological resarch. the explor- 
ers came upon a wealth of archaeologi- 
cal remains dating back to a 
period 


compared with which the advent of 
Christ is modern history. 


The general tendency of the evidence 


accumulated by explorers is to point 
to the highlands of Central Asia, and 
especially Eastern Turkestan, as the 
region from which many migrations 
drifted over the Emopo-Asian conti- 
nent in the earliest geological ages.

was 


forcpd to pay the chorus for work at 
rehearsals. 


"Gilbert was dreaded by those who 


worked with him. His tongue was bit- 
ter. 
He was a typical justice of the 


peace, a briefless Jiarrlster. 
On the 


contrary, 
Sullivan was the one who 


poured oil on the 
troubled 
waters. 


Gilbert worked night and day rehears- 
ing 'Trial by Jury' for its flrst presen- 
tation on Saturday night, March 25, 
1876. 


"Gilbert and Sullivan began to fear 


'Trial by Jury' would not meet popu- 
lar favor. On the first time it was an- 
nounced Gilbert would be behind the 
scones directing the production, while 
Sullivan, who then had not been titled, 
was to direct the orchestra In the pit. 


"But a few minutes before the cur- 


tain wenf. up It was announced Gilbert 
was 111 with gout at home and Sullivan 
had been called to Paris. As a matter 
of fact, both feared to KO to the the- 
ater lest there be a demonstration 
against them. To their amazement the 
play met Instant am. uproarious 
ap- 


proval, as did 'Pinafore' and 'Pirates' 
of Penzance,' which followed."
